CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Feb. 7.— 
The little planet Eros, which swung 
out of inter-planetary space to a 
position 16,000,000 miles from the 
earth early this year, appears to 
be elongated in shape, the Harvard 
College Observatory announces. 
Eros is only 20 to 25 miles long 
and eight to 10 miles in diameter, 
according to preliminary interpre- 
tations. The announcement indi- 
cated this asteroid, which comes 
nearer to the earth than any other 
heavenly body except the moon, is 
rolling over and over as it swings 
through space. Each revolution ap- 
parently requires five and one- 
quarter hours. Observation of the 
changing light intensity through 
these periods resulted in the con- 
clusion as to its dimensions.

MAN MURDERED 
MYSTERIOUSLY IN 
CELLAR OF HOME 


Body of Louis Bauer, Job- 
less Molder, Found With 
Hatchet Wound in Head 
at 1909 South 11th. 


VICTIM OF BURGLAR, 
THEORY OF POLICE 


Crime Discovered by 
Daughter, 5, Few Min- 
utes After He Had Gone 
to Chop Wood. 


The body of Louis Bauer, an un- 
employed molder, was found today 
in the basement of hishome at 1909 
South Eleventh street, with a deep 
hatchet wound in the head. Police 
believe he surprised a burglar, who 
killed him. 

Bauer, who was 45 years old and 
the father of four children, went to 
the basement at 7:45 a. m., appar- 
ently to chop wood. Fifteen min- 
utes later, he was followed by his 
5-year-old daughter, Evelyn, who 
found his body at the door of a 
fruit cellar. The hatchet lay about 
three feet away. 

Police found no one in or near 


the four-familv ouilding who 
heard a disturbance or saw any- 
one leave the basement. Steve 
Erdman, a neighbor, said he was 


sitting at a window overlooking a 
court to which the basement opens 
and saw no one pass during the 
period before Bauer was found. 
Bauer’s wife and his oldest daugh- 
ter, Anna, 20, were in the kitchen 
at the time and heard nothing. 

Examination of the body at the 
morgue indicated Bauer was killed 
outright by the one blow on the 
head, although there were numer- 
ous small cuts about the face and 
chest which may have been suf- 
fered when he fell on the brick 
floor of the basement. 

Mrs. Bauer told police her hus- 
band had been in ill health and 
very nervous recently. Besides his 
widow and two daughters, he is 
survived by two sons, William, 22, 
and Alois, 15, shoeworkers. 


Tear Gas Used by Robber But 
Holdup Fails. 

Tear gas was employed this 
morning by a young man to aid in 
his escape, after he had attempted 
to hold up Miss Mardell Shad, ste- 
nographer for the Jennings-Ramsey 
Manufacturing Co., 315-19 Spruce 
street, apparently in the belief that 
she was carrying the company pay- 
roll. 

Miss Shad, who has carried the 
payroll at times in the past, was 
entering the building, on the second 
floor of which the offices are sit- 
uated, at about 10:50 o’clock, when 
the man, about 21 years old, stepped 
up to her and demanded the money. 

He carried what appeared to be 
an automatic pistol which he 
pressed against her. Miss Shad 
screamed, and her screams brought 
Clarence Bales, a clerk, down the 
stairs to her assistance. The young 
man, drawing his weapon, ap- 
peared to fire, once at Bales and 
once at Miss Shad. Only a slight 
noise was heard, however, and the 
air filled with tear gas. 

When the two had _ recovered 
sufficiently to see, the man had 
fled. Police say that it is the first 
time tear gas has been used to aid 
in a holdup here.

TWO BRITISH CONVICTS FLEE

has ever succeeded in making good 
his escape from dread Dartmoor 
Prison, near here, but John Mul- 
line and John Michael Gaskin, one 
a forger and desperado and the oth- 
er a burglar, today are making a 
desperate effort to break the rec- 
ord. 

They disappeared yesterday by 
slipping from the tail of a march- 
ing line of convicts within the pris- 
on inclosure and scaling a 32-foct 
wall by means of a secreted rope 
ladder.

BIL TO INGREASE. 
STATE INCOME TA 
REPORTED INHOUSE 


Two Other Revenue-Pro- 
ducing Measures Recom- 
mended by Survey Com- 
mission Also Approved. 


FEW DISSENTING 
VOTES IN COMMITTEE 


Kansas City Attorney Con- 
demns Failure of Group 
to Investigate Needs of 
Various Departments.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 7— 
Three of the State, Survey Com- 
mission’s bills, which would more 
than treble the State income tax 
collection and double the corpora- 
tion franchise tax rate, as a means 
of financing the Commission’s pro- 
gram of expending an additional 
$192,000,000 for State institutions 
and schools in ten years, were re- 
ported out last night by the House 
Survey Committee. 

After the report of the commit- 
tee was received today the House 
voted, at the request of the com- 
mittee, to make engrossment of the 


tax-increase bills a special order of 
business for Tuesday. This gives the 
bills priority over all other business 
on that day. 

Supporters of the bills expect to 
rush them through the House at 
once and get them through the 
Senate Committee and on the Sen- 
ate calendar for passage, before the 
Senate calendar becomes so con- 
gested as to endanger final pas- 
sage. 

One of the bills increases the 
State income tax of 1 per cent on 
net income of individuals on a 
graduated scale from 1% per cent 
to a maximum of 5% per cent, and 
increases the rate for corporations 
from 1 per cent on net income to 
2% per cent. Residents of the 
larger cities of the State pay about 
85 per cent of the State income tax. 

The other two bills reported out 
relate to the corporation franchise 
tax, which would be increased from 
one-twentieth of one per cent of 
the par value of outstanding stock 
and surplus to one-tenth of one per 
cent. 

Other Bills Being Prepared. 

Other bills to put the commission 
program into effect are being pre- 
pared and will be introduced soon. 

Estimates of what the Commis- 
sion’s tax increase bills will pro- 
duce vary widely.. The commission 
has estimated the bills will produce 
$128,750,000 additional revenue in 
10 years, of which the income tax 
would produce $103,000,000, the 
corporation franchise tax $12,250,- 
000 and $13,500,000 of foreign in- 
surance company taxes would be 
diverted from the counties to the 
State general revenue, 


The St. Louis Chamber of Com- 
merce, at a hearing this week, pre- 
sented estimates, prepared by ex- 
perts, that the commission’s pro- 
posals would produce an additional 
$390,308,000 in 12 years, which was 
the period for which the commis- 
sion originally made its estimates, 
later revising them to 10 years. The 
commission in its report made no 
recommendations as to raising the 
difference between the estimate of 
$128,500,000 in additional revenue 
to be produced in 10 years and the 
$192,000,000 spending program. 

The favorable report on the bills 
was adopted by the committee in a 
brief executive session last night. 
Representative Langdon Jones of 
Dunklin County, chairman, who 
was a mnember of the Survey Com- 
mission, said there were only two 
or three dissenting votes. The 
commission has 25 members. Jones 
H. Parker, the only St. Louis mem- 
ber, said he voted against the bills. 

Chairman Jones urged speakers 
for and against the bills in the 
hearings yesterday to limit them- 
selves to not more than 30 minutes.) 
In the first hearing on the bills last 
Monday night, the entire session 
was devoted to extended addresses 
by Theodore Gary of Kansas City, 
chairman of the commission, and 
Fred Naeter of Cape Girardeau, a 
member, urging advantages of the 
program. The commission passed 
out of official existence Nov. 30, 
1929, after completing the survey

The 
machine stood directly over a man- 
hole, the cover of which burst 
through the car’s flooring. 

The explosion was due to accum- 
ulation of gas in the power main, 
according to H. E. Walker, member 
of the fire prevention bureau.

Socony Firm Has_ $450,.

In a decision of national impore 
tance, rendered in St. Louis today, 
three Judges of the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals approved 
the proposed merger of the Stan- 
dard Oil Co. of New York and the 
Vacuum Oil Co. 

The Judges held that the union 
of the Standard of New York, with 
$434,000,000 capital stock and 
$708,000,000 assets, and the Vac- 
uum Co. with $128,000,000 capital 
stock and $205,000,000 assets In the 
proposed nation-wide and world«- 
wide General Petroleum Corpora«- 
tion, would not be a violation of 
the historic Standard Oil dissolu- 
tion decree of 1909. 

The 1909 decree dissolved the 
Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey 
and forbade its component com- 
panies, including Standard of New 
York (Socony) and Vacuum, to 


form any new combination in re- 
straint of trade. 

The judges who rendered the 
decision were Circuit Judge Kim- 
brough Stone, who wrote the opin- 
ion, and Circuit Judges Wilbur F, 
Booth and A. K. Gardner, who con- 
curred. All are judges of the 
United States Circuit Court for the 
Eighth Judicial District. In hear- 
ing the Government's suit to re- 
strain the merger, they gat as 
judges of the United States District 
Court in Omaha the week of Oct. 
6 last. 

U. 8. Expected to Appeal. 

It is expected that counsel for 
the United States Government, 
which filed suit here last March 
to enjoin the merger, will appeal 
from today’s decision, leaving the 
United States Supreme Court to en« 
ter the final decree in the case. 

Counsel for the two oil compa- 
nies were prepared to appeal to the 
Supreme Court if the Court of Ap- 
peals Judges had decided against 
the merger. Final determination 
of the case may be more than « 
year distant. The dissolution de- 
cree of October, 1909, wag fol« 
lowed by an appeal, and was af- 
firmed and interpreted by the Su- 
preme Court in May, 1911. 

The Appellate Judges, in sanc- 
tioning the proposed merger, de- 
clared that the decree of 1909-11 
was meant to prohibit only a mer- 
ger which would actually violate 
the law against combinations in 
restraint of trade. It held that 
the Socony-Vacuum merger would 
not create conditions contrary to 
the Sherman anti-trust law. 

The Judges held also that the 
question of intent must be consid- 
ered, and that no intent on the 


part’ of Socony and Vacuum to 
form a combination in restraint of 
trade had been shown fn the hear- 
ing.

OF MEAT PLANTS IN 
INTRASTATE TRAD 


‘Alderman Niederluecke In- 
troduces Rigid Inspection 
Bill Drafted by Health 
Commissioner Starkloff. 


EXPENSE LIKELY 
TO DRAW PROTEST 


It Is Estimated Cost Will 
Be $75,000 to $100,000 
a Year — Small Packers 
Expected to Suffer. 


A rigid city meat-inspection ordi- 
nance for St. Louis slaughter houses 
and packing plants doing an intra- 
state business was introduced in the 
Board of Aldermen yesterday by 
Alderman August H. Niederluecke, 
at the request of Health Commis- 
sioner Starkloff, who drafted it. 

The-bill, drawn along the lines 
of the Federal inspection law and 
those in other cities, was prepared 
following the recent agitation by 
civic societies and packing houses 
doing an interstate business, which 


are subject to Federal inspection. 

Dr. Starkloff has declared the 
city inspection wolud be advantage- 
ous to public health, but would 
work a hardship on smaller pack- 
ers, who do a local business, be- 
cause of investment, remodeling and 
operating costs involved. It has 
been estimated that only half of 
the meat consumed in St. Louis is 
supplied by plants inspected by the 
Federal Government. 

Cost $75,000 to $100,000 a Year. 

Cost to the city, out of general 
revenue, for the proposed inspection 
is estimated by the Health Division 
at $75,000 to $100,000 a year under 
present conditions. ,It is likely the 
bill will draw opposition and some 
of this may come from city offi- 
cials over the expense. There would 
be a chief meat inspector at $3600 
a year and an assistant at $3000, 
who would have to be experienced 
veterinarians; several assistant vet- 
erinarians at $2100 to $2400 a year, 
and several inspectors at $1620 a 
year. These would constitute the 
Meat Inspection Section of the 
Health Division. 

Summarized, the bill, which eov- 
ers 49 typed pages, would provide 
for ante-mortem and post-mortem 
inspection of @attle,, swine, sheep 
and goats slaughtered for sale; reg- 
ulations in considerable detail for 
plant construction, operation and 
sanitation; standards for processing 
of meat and meat products; con- 
demnation of animals, meat and 
meat products unfit for human con- 
sumption; issuance and revocation 
of plant permits by the Board of 
Public Service and employment of 
the section’s workers. 

No one would be permitted to 
sell or keep for sale meat or meat 
products not bearing the official 
approval stamps of city or Federal 
inspection, there being no intention 
to duplicate inspection where the 
Government now works. Sale of 
meat from wagons would be pro- 
hibited. Before the Board of Pub- 
lic Service could issue a plant per- 
mit, the plant would have to be in- 
spected by the Health Division to 
assure compliance with the ordi- 
nance requirements. Plans for al- 
teration or construction of plants 
would have to be submitted in ad- 
vance to the Board of Public Serv- 
ice for approval. For each viola- 
tion of the ordinance a fine of $5 
to $200 would be provided. 

Wording of the Stamps. 

Approved meat would be 
Stamped “St. Louis inspected and 
passed” and rejected meat “St. 
Louis inspected and condemned.” 
It would be necessary to destroy or 
Otherwise dispose of condemfhed 
meat or animals. A variety of oth- 
er markings in the course of opera- 
tion would be provided, with rigid 
safeguards for all marks against 
abuses. 

Among subjects covered by the 
bill are requirements as_to physi- 
cal provisions at plants, including 
equipment; personal habits of plant 
employes; sanitary precautions: 
means Of handling animals and 
meat animal diseases to be watched 
for. Appeals from inspectors’ de- 
cisions could be tuken to the chief 
inspector and from him to the 
Health Commissioner, whose deci- 
sion would be final. 

Inspectors would be permitted to 
have access to plants at all hours 
and office and other facilities 
would have to be provided for 
them by plants. Detailed and strin- 
gent regulations about the manner 
of inspection are Inid down.

KILL THE ELMER BILL. 
There are two highway patrol bills before the 
House Committee on Roads and Highways at Jeffer- 
son City. One of the bills was prepared by the Auto- 
of Missouri. The other was introduced 
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not be policed by a State patrol 


Elmer bill proposes a force of 115 patrolmen, 
the direction of a superintendent to be ap 
pointed by the Board of Permanent Seat of Govern- 
ment. The Sheriffs of our 114 counties would each 
appoint a patrolman. In St. Louis appointment would 
be made by the Board of Police Commissioners. 

The Automobile Club's bill was drawn from the 
experience of other states. It would have a force of 
120 patrolmen, 24 sergeants, 12 captains and a super- 
intendent. The Governor would appoint the super- 
intendent, who, in turn, would select his men, the 
only condition being that not more than one-half 
the personnel should belong to any one political party. 
Union labor, which has always opposed a State con- 
stabulary, approves the Automobile Club's bill. There 
are provisions in both bills to prevent abuse of the 
police authority in the enforcement of prohibition by 
arbitrary search and seizure and other tyrannical 
practices. ' 

Under the Elmer bill we should have a county po 
lice force, functioning within the jurisdiction of 
county limits, enmeshed in county politics, lacking 
the organization necessary for a State service, re- 
sponsibility for its operation concealed in a greup of 
five officials who could pass the alibi around like a 
medicine ball. The stench of the pork barrel envelops 
the Elmer bill, just as it enveloped the same legisla- 
tor’s proposition of two years ago to apportion some 
$40,000,000 of road bond money for local disburse- 
ment. 
Twenty-one states have highway patrol systems. 
In eight of those states responsibility is fixed in the 
Governor, who appoints the superintendent, or chief. 
In five states the Highway Commission appoints the 
superintendent. In one state, Oregon, the Secretary 
of State names the commanding officer. In none of 
them, so far as we know, is this police chief saddled 
with the impossible job of trying to direct a force 
chosen by Sheriffs under the pressure of the omni- 
present county court house ring—a force immune to 
discipline and efficiency—in short, a uniformed po- 
litical mob of parochial authority and divided allegi- 
ance such as the Elmer bill proposes. 
Under intensive instruction the people of Missouri 
learned that the building of a State highway system 
was a State job. We have had our Elmers here and 
there to convert or silence, and we have done it. The 
policing of our State highway system is just as much 
of a State job as the construction of the system. And 
the reasons for so policing our roads are imperative 
and vital.

DROUTH RELIEF IN MISSOURL 

In considering the proposal to appropriate $250,000 
for drouth relief in Southeast Missouri the Legisla- 
ture should devise a definite use for the money. To 
appropriate it unconditionally, as the bill proposes 
to do, would be largely to destroy its usefulness. 
Arkansas has set Missouri an excellent example in 
this matter. The Arkansas Legislature has appro- 
priated $1,500,000 for agricultural credits. This is 
also the basis of the agreement upon further Federal 
relief reached between the President and the 
Senate. The money in Arkansas is to be raised 
by means of a bond issue, but relief funds 
will meanwhile be taken out of the State high- 
way purse. The Red Cross says it is fully meeting 
the food situation in Arkansas, and the action of 
the Arkansas Legislature indicates that it is. The 
Legislature therefore wisely strikes at the principal 
cause of distress. This is also what the Missouri 
Legislature should do. The Red Cross says it is able 
to take care of the food situation in Southeast Mis 
souri and can only fail to do so by failure of its 
$10,000,000 subscription fund. This is now well past the 
halfway mark. Meanwhile, agricultural credits are 
little or no better off in Southeast Missouri than they 
are in Arkansas. That, too, is chiefly a one-crop 
country devoted to the culture of cotton. In Missouri, 
as in Arkansas, it is the cotton country that is most 
afflicted. The hill country in both states, like the 
hill country in Kentucky, Tennessee and Virginia, has 
suffered greatly from drouth; but the cotton country 
of Southeast Missouri and Arkansas is chiefly made ; 
up of large plantations which annually employ great 
numbers of cotton pickers. It is primarily the cotton 
pickers, ordinarily carried through the winter by the 
planters, who must be fed. The hill country is one 
of small farms. The small farmer is oftentimes 
severely reduced, but he still has some substance \ 
from the farm. 
The Missouri Legislature can best aid the work of 
the Red Cross in the State by re-establishing the 
credit of the cotton planters. To appropriate $250.- 
000 as is now proposed would be not merely to waste 
much of the money; it would also be to waste an

needs of the future. It admits that it will not be 
necessary to operate the dam at full capacity when 
it is completed. 
The cost of the dam is $33,000,000 and a question 
before the Public Service Commission at this time is 
whether or not this sum may be added to the com- 
pany’s valuation (upon which ratepayers must pro 
vide a return) pending completion of the project. 
Once it is completed, however, there is no doubt that 
the cost will be added to the company’s valuation. 
This means that, though the dam be operated at one 
tenth of full capacity, users of power may be com- 
pelled to pay a return upon the whole investment. 
Under the present system of regulating utilities, 
it is profitable for their operators to extend their 
facilities, even to the point of rashness, The money 
needed to make extensions is obtainable from the 
public at, say, 5 1-2 per cent, while the law guarantees 
a “fair return” of 7 to 9 per cent. The spread between 
the two is clear profit to the utilities. Moreover, the 
original investment in extensions, under the prevatl- 
ing law of the land, is subject to such padding items 
as going value, reproduction cost new, ete.

Under the subtitle, “A Geologist’ ~ 
Wanderings Through the Rift Val- 
leys,” Prof. Willis tells of a 2000- 
mile field trip for geological study 
in eastern equatorial Africa. The 
work was undertaken under the di- 
rection of the Carnegie Institute to 
determine the origin or cause of the 
immense valley-like rifts that ex- 
tend, like a pair of gigantic paren- 
theses, from the headwaters of the 
Nile south almost to the Zambezi 
valley. 

Edward Suess, eminent European 
physiographer, had earlier formu- 
lated the theory of subsidence of 
great blocks of the earth’s crust, 
under the pull of gravity, to ac- 
eount for these peculiar areas. 
Later research introduced elements 
of doubt as to.the correctness of 
the Suess hypothesis .and the find- 


ings of Prof. Willis confirm the 
more modern views, 
From the tilting of the strata, 


resulting in disturbance of drainage 
lines, ponding, stream piracy and 
reversal of river flow, from the 
characteristics of the rocks them- 
selves, the manner of crystalliza- 
tion, mineral species, as well as the 
contorted strata over larger areas, 
Prof: Willis sees proof of eleva- 
tion rather than subsidence over a 
roughly circular region about 500 
miles in diameter.

upon Woodrow Wilson.”

Robinson asked how the Secre- 


tary of State squared the Hoover 
administration policies toward 
recognition of the new govern- 


ments in South America with the 
fact that his Republican predeces- 
sors, Secretaries Hughes and Kel- 
logg,. “prompted the Central Amer- 
ican states to enter into a treaty 
binding themselves not to recog- 
nize any government established by 
revolution or coupe d’etat.”

NEW YORK, Feb. 7.—A defense 
of the Hoover administration’s Lat- 
in-American policy, coupled with 
criticism of President Wilson’s 
policy, was embodied in an address 
last night by Secretary of State 
Stimson at the dinner of the Coun- 
cil of Foreign Relations at Sherry'’s: 

The Hoover policy, Stimson de- 
clared, conforms to American tra- 


' ditions and adheres strictly to the 


Monroe Doctrine, whereas Wilson 
“radically departed from” this at- 
titude, especially in his refusal to 
de facto Huerta 
Governnient of Mexico in 1913. 

Stimson gave his. definition of 
the Monroe Doctrine as “a declara- 
tion of the United States versus 
Europe—not of the United States 
versus J.atin-America.” 

Partial Text of Address. 

The speech, part of which was 
broadcast, was in part as follows: 

“During the past two |. years 
Widespread economic depression 
and consequent unemployment 
have brought instability and unrest 
to many countries of the Western 
hemisphere. Since March, 1929, 
there have been revolutions in no 
less than seven Latin-American re- 


publics, resulting in the forcible 
overthrow of six of the existing 
governments. 

“These changes, and the urmed 


contests with which some of them 
have been accomplished, have pre- 
sented to the State Department a 
rapid succession of critical prob- 
lems for decision. It was inevita- 


| ble in such a situation that criti- 


cism of our decisions should be ex- 
cited. and it has been. 

“The recognition of a new State 
has been described as the assr- 
ance given to it that it will be per- 
piitted to hold its place and ran« 
in the seciety of nations. The rec- 
ognition of a new (Government 
arises in practice only when a Gov- 
ernment has been changed by a 
revolution or coup d’etat. 

“The practice of this country has 
been practically uniform since the 
days of Secretary of State Jeffer- 
ton in 1792 to the days of Secre- 
tary Of State Bryan in 1913. This 
reneral policy was to bas. the act 
of recognition, not upon the ques- 
toin of constitutional legitimacy or 
the new Government. but on its de 
facto capacity to fulfill its obliza- 
tions, 

“Radical” Departure in 1913 


“With the advent of President 
Wilsons’ administration in 1913 
this policy was radically departed 
from in respect to the Republie of 
Mexico and by a public declaca- 
tion on March 11, 1913, it was 
announced that ‘co-operation (with 
our sister republics of Central and 
South America) will be given ouly 
when supported at every turn hy 
the orderly process of just govern- 
ment based gn law, not upon artLi- 
trary or irregular force. 

“Mr. Wilson’s Government sought 
to put this policy into effect in re- 
spect to recognition of. the then 


Government of Mexico held by 
President Victoriano Huerta. Al- 
though WHuerta’s Government was 


in de facto possession, Mr. Wilson 
refused to recognize it and he 


sought through the influence and 
pressure of his great office to 
force it from power. Armed con- 


flict followed with fhe forces of 
Mexico and disturbed relations be. 
tween-us and that republic lasted 
until a comparatively few years 
ago. 

“The present administration has 
refused to follow the policy of Mr. 
Wilson and has followed Consist- 
ently the former practice of this 
Government since the days of Jef- 
ferson. As soon as it was reported 
to us through our diplomatic rep- 
resentatives that the new govern- 
ments of Bolivia, Peru, Argentina, 
Brazil and Panama were in control 
of the administrative machinery of 
the State, with the apparent gen- 
eral acquiescence of their people 
and were willing and able to <lis- 
charge their international obliga- 
tions, they were recognized by our 
Government. 

“Such has been our practice in 
all cases not affected by existing 
treaty. In the five republics of 
Central America, however, we 
have found an entirely different 
situation. In 1907 the five fre- 
publics of Guatamala, Honduras, 
Salvador, Nicaragua and Costa Rica

E do not often think what 
an important service for all 
the people is performed by the 
banks. When matters are get- 
ting on smooth'y we naturally 
take results for granted. We 
assume that in some way bank- 
ing goes on under its own power | 
something like the flow of water 
or the rays of the sun. 


But our banking system 
works with a high degree of ef- 
ficiency because of the skilk and 
industry of the men who con- 
duct it. Scarcely two genera- 
tions have passed since bank 
currency was unified and stabil- 
ized. Under the old State sys- 
tems all kinds of bank notes of 
uncertain value circulated. Now 
every bank note is worth its 
face value. 


The supply of credit is of 
enormous importance. In the 
younger parts of the nation 
towns prosper or decline ac- 
cording to the character of the 
men who operate the banks. We 
have bank failures but there is 
no safer place outside the Gov- 
ernment to keep money. Our 
banking system is not yet per- 
fect, but on the whole it is 
sound and well managed.

Studies are constantly being 
made for its improvement, It 
furnishes the sound currency, 
abundant credit, and facility of 
exchange which are the life- 
blood of commerce. The people 
have no more important public 
servant.

“In 1923 our Government, on 
the invitation of these republics, an- 
nounced through Secretary Hughes 
that the United States would, in its 
future dealings with those repub- 
lics, follow out the same principle 
which they had thus established in 
their treaty. Since that time we 
have consistently adhered to this 
policy. 

“Since the adoption in 1923 of 
the policy agreed upon by the five 
republics not one single revolution- 
ary government has been able to 
maintain itself in these five repubD- 
lics. When one compares this rec- 
ord with the blood-stained history 
of Central America before the 
adoption of the treaty in 1923, I 
I think no impartial student can 
avoid the conclusion that the treaty 
and the policy it has’ established 
have been productive of very great 
good. 

Export of Arms and Munitions. 

“T will now pass to the subject 
of the policy of this Government 
with respect to the export.of arms 
and munitions to countries which 


are engaged in civil strife. Twice 
during the present adnfinistration 


we have had to make important 
decisions and take’ . important 
action with respect to this subject. 

“The first of these occasions was 
in March, 1929, when a military in- 
surrection broke out in the Repub- 
lic of Mexico, Acting under a 
joint resolution of our Congress, 
adopted in 1922, this Government 
maintained an embargo upon the 
exportation of all arms and muni- 
tions which might reach the rebels. 
At the same time it permitted the 
sale and itself sold arms and am- 
munition to the established sor: 
ernment of Mexico. 


“In about three months the in- 
surrection was suppressed, and I 
think it can fairly be said that it 
was due in no slight degree to our 
uction in this matter that the feel 
ings of hostility on the part of 
Mexico to the United States, which 
had existed since the intervention 
of President Wilson against Huerta 
in 1913, were finally ended and the 
relations of the two countries be- 
came friendly and cordial. 

‘The second occasion was in Oc- 
tober, 1930, when armed insurrec- 
tions hed broken out against the 
government of Brazil. In the same 
way in which we had acted toward 
Mexico, we pernritted that govern- 
ment to purchase arms both from 
our government and from our na- 
tionals, and when the Ambasgador 
of Brazil brought to our attention 
the fact that arms were being pur- 
chased here for export to the rebel 
forces. we placed -an~ embargo 
acainst the exportation of such 
arms. ‘Two days later the govern- 
ment of Brazil suddenly fell, the 
immediate cause\being the revolt 
of its own garrison in Rio de Ja 
nicro. 


Defends Course in Brazil. 


“Our action with regard to Bra- 
zil has been criticised by gentlemen 
who have confused the legal situa- 
tion existing in Brazil with an en- 
tirely different situation. We have 
been criticised for ‘taking sides in 
civil strife,’ as if we had been under 
the duty to maintain neutrality be- 
tween the Brazilian government 
and the rebels. Under the law of 
nations, the duty of neutrality does 
not arise until the insurgents have 
assumed the status of a belligerent 
power between whom and the 
mother country other governments 
must maintain impartiality.” ~ 
. Stimgon's address was heard by 
about 200 persons.

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GOLSCHMANN CHARMS 
SYMPHONY AUDIENCE 


Dvorak’s “New World” and 
Ravel’s ‘“‘Daphnis and Chloe” 
Rouse Enthusiasm. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN. 


HE st. Louis Symphony Or- 
T chestra performed its third 

subscription program under the 
direction, of Viadimir Golschmann 
yesterday afternoon at the Odeon. 
The exercises were conducted with- 
out benefit of soloist, and so far as 
the audience was concerned the 
omission was not noticed. 

The enthusiasm of the pew- 
holders was quite unrestrained, 
both at the conclusion of the 
*“Daphnis and Chloe” suite by Ra- 
vel, and of the “New World” sym- 
phony by Dvorak. In fact, one 
rarely sees at the Friday afternoon 
concerts such aggressive approba- 
tion as greeted the French conduc- 
tor when he finally brought the 
Bohemian composer's. venerable 
war horse to a full stop. 


The explanation of such a phe- 
nomenon lies with the trained psy- 
chologist rather than the musical 
reviewer, but one record, at 
any rate, the important fact that 
Golschmann achieved his triumph 
without resorting to any of the 
dubious practices of the prima 
donna conductor, 

Speaking generally the symphony 
was given a forthright transparent 
and appropriately spirited treat- 
ment. In the second movement the 
conductor lavished too much atten- 
tion on details, especially when it 
came to the main theme, with the 
result that the music lost its terre- 
a-terre simplicity and took on the 
flavor of a music hall tear-jerker. 
The symphony recovered its dignity 
in the third movement, however, 
and from then on was admirable 
for its resiliency and its incisive- 
ness, 

But why the “New World” sym- 
phony at all? At least why not 
wait until such legitimate master- 
pieces as Schubert’s B Flat Major 
symphony and the later sym- 
phones oftSibelius have been given 
at least one hearing in St. Louis. 

The afternoon's performance 
reached its highest level of excel- 
lence with the “Daphnis and Chioe”’ 
suite. Though written primarily 
as an accompaniment for a ballet 
this composition is so rich in orig- 
inal musica! material and so bril- 
liant as an example of ingenious 
instrumentation that it is quite 
able to make a stunning effect as 
pure music. All the devices of 
polyharmony, biting dissonance 
and sudden shifts of tonality which 
which have been used so self-con- 
sciously by the younger post-ar- 
mistice enfants terribles are in the 
piece but they are always em- 
ployed—and skilfully employed—in 
the advancement of creditable mu- 
sical ideas. AS a consequence they 
are more than acceptable even to 
conservative ears. 

-Golschmann’s performance was 
praiseworthy in many respects but 
deserves an especial citation on the 
score of its effective tonal bal- 
ance—a condition that was brought 
about without a loss of fullness or 
brilliance. 

Three sonatas by Domenico Scar- 
latti in an orchestral arrangement 
by Tommasini and Honneger’s 
“Pastorale d’Ete” were also given 
excellent performances. The Hon- 
neger piece is characterized by an 
attenuated charm—a charm that 
does not fade even when one real- 
izes that the sprightly theme in 
the middle section is a clever re- 
arranvement of the opening theme 
in a slightly more famous Pastoral 
I mean the one by Beethoven. 


Recital by Paul Robeson, Negro 
Bass-Baritone, at The Principia. 
Paul Robeson, the great Negro 
bass-baritone, gave a recital at The 
Principia last might and provided 
one of the most extraordinary emo- 
tional experiences this reviewer has 
encountered in a long time. Robe- 
son has all of the attributes that 
one could possibly require of a 
first-rank singer. His voice is well 
placed, has a long range and is in- 


credibly rich in overtones; his dic- 
tion is pure, his phrasing is 
well) managed and his general 


style of delivery is the product of 
rood taste and intelligence. But in 
addition to all that, another 
quality creeps into his singing— 
something that arises out of his 
personality and his way of life and 
gives heightened significance to ev 
ery sound he utters. 
this indescribable property his sing- 
ing has, in itself—aside from the 
merits of any particular song—the 
impact of a great creative force in 
action. What he imparts to a sym- 
pathetic audience is an artistic 
product of his own original making, 
as well as the content of a particu- 
lar plece of music. 


Robeson sang four groups of 
songs, one of which was made up 
of art songs. These were the leust 
successful] of all, not because such 
music is unsulted to Robeson’s tal- 
énts, but because—to my mind— 
they seemed badly chosen. The 
remainder of the program was 
given over to Negro spirituals and 
secular songs. 

After he had sung a number of 
encores at the close of the pro- 
gram Robeson complied with the 
frantic requests of the junior mem- 
bers of the. audience by singing 
“Old Man River” twice. 


Since his first appearance as a 
singer Robeson has obviously come 
under the ministrations of a vocal 
teacher. If the purpose of such 
training is to promote a better con- 
servation of his extraordinary gifts 
one can view it with equanimity. 
But so far as interpretation goes 
I prefer Robeson’s unassisted in- 
stinet. The change of tempo in his 
posrng h ot “Water Boy” made it 
less effective than {t used to be. 

Robeson was ably assisted at the 
piano by Laurence Brown.

GRANDSON OF VERNE | 
GUING WITH WILKINS 


Will Take Part in Submarine 
Expedition to the North 
Pole. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PARIS, Feb. %.—Jean Jules 
Verne, grandson of the writer of 
the fantastic “20,000 Leagues Un- 
der the Sea,” is soon to start on a 
hazardous voyage to the North 
Pole in company of Sir George 
Hubert Wilkins, Australian ex- 
plorer. 

It was 50 years ago that Jules 
Verne published a thrilling de- 
scription of an imaginary undersea 
voyage by the Nautilus under Capt. 
Nemo. At that time, Verne was 
called crack-brained by some 
critics for imagining such an im- 
possible undertaking. Others 
shrugged their shoulders. 

The submarine in which the 
grandson will set out in April has 
been baptized Nautilus in memory 
of the phantom ship of ‘ Jules 
Verne’s imagination of half a cen- 
tury ago. 

Jean Jules Verne is a substitute 
judge in Rouen. He decided to lay 
down his judicial career to test the 
feasibility of an adventure imag- 
ined by his grandfather. If Sir 
Hubert and he succeed in reaching 
the North Pole, another of the 
older Verne’s fantasies that thrilled 
miliions of readers will have been 
realized. After that the only thing 
that remains to be accomplished is 
“the trip to the moon.” 

“You understand,” said Verne, 
when interviewed, “that Sir Hubert 
Wilkins, after exploring both the 
North and South Pole, has decided 
to gain the North Pole by the meth- 
od indicated by my grandfather. 
During this dangerous voyage the 
crew of 18 men will face especially 
an encounter with icebergs, 
also with floe-ice. Floe-ice is only 
four yards in depth below the wa- 
ter, but icebergs, mountainous chil- 
dren of the Arctic, sink to tremen- 
dous depths. 

“Nevertheless, the Nautilus is 
equipped to combat such obstacles. 
MSome of this equ.pment can _ be 
traced directly to devices imagined 
by my grandfather. Sound signals 
will be employed to announce the 
proximity of icebergs. Special an- 
tenna will furnish data as to their 
size and depth. And special ma- 
chinery will permit the Nautilus to 
blast great holes through the walls 
of ice to reach the surface, 

“Also it must be realized that 
Sir Hubert will make trips of only 
25 miles at a time beneath the ice, 
what with soundings, observations 
and so forth. ‘This despite the fact 
that the Nautilus can remain sub- 
merged for nearly 200 miles. After 
each stage, the craft will fight her 
way to the surface, replenish her 
supply of air, then proceed beneath 
the ice unless open water should be 
encountered, when she will cruise 
on the surface. Perhaps the last 
stage of the journey will be made 
on foot, but that cannot be prom- 
ised definitely. 

The Wilkins'submarine is the old 
United Stutes navul craft O-12. She 
is being refitted at Philadelphia, 


under direction of Commander 
Sloane Danehower, who will be her 
skipper on the Arctic voyage. 


Verne plans to leave France within 
a month to attend the launching of 
the craft.

SANTA, HANSEN 
SUSPENDED BY 
ILLINOIS BOARD

CHICAGO, Feb. 7.—Joe Wood- 
man, managér of Knute Hansen, 
the melancholy Dane heavyweight 
from Racine, Wis., has advised his 
pugilist to quit the ring forever. 
After the [llinois state Athletic 
Commission indefinitely suspenite4d 
Hansen yesterday for his question- 
able fight against Jose Santa, hug’ 
Portuguese, in the Chicago Sta- 
dium last Wednesday night, Wood- 
man gave up. 

“Hansen was right up among 
the topnotchers for eight years,” 
Woodman said. “Tex Rickard used 
him often in New York. I think 
he did his best against Santa, but 
he can't fight a lick anymore, and 
he should quit forever.” 

Hansen fell to the canvas four 
times Wednesday night, the last 
time apparently without being hit. 
The bout was declared ‘‘no con- 
test.” 

Santa, the Carnera of Portugal, 
who brought his 240 pounds and 
six feet, six inches of height to 
America five months ago seeking 
fame and fortune in the ring, was 
suspended for six months» In ad- 
dition, Santa's entire purse of 
$1500 was ordered forfeited and 
Hansen was fined his purse of 
$1000. 

The suspensions are effective in 
29 other states controlled by the 
National Boxing Association, and 
in Buropean countries under the 
jurisdiction of the International 
Boxing Union.

In the case Of Bennett, Miller 
said Landis was well within his 
rights in ordering St. Louis to waive 
the player to the other 15 major 
league clubs, or release him out- 
right, eithér to Milwaukee or any 
other minor club that might want 
him. Even if that action was 
wrong, the attorney insisted the 5! 
Louls and Milwaukee clubs woul 
be forced to accept it because of 
the “absolute powers they con- 
ferred upon the commissioner when 
he accepted office in 1921."
